Our exposure of the serious effect 


on local real estate taxes of the pro- 
posals of the Governor's Commission 
on State Aid to Municipalities had an 
Important part in deciding the fate 
of the bills embodying the Commis- 
sion's recommendations. None was 
reported by the committees to which 
they had been referred, 
if the»e 


recommendations had been approved 
by the Legislature, the cities alone 
would have lost a potential revenue 
of nearly $50.000,000 annually. The 
only value of the Commission's work 
to the municipalities was, its conclu- 
sions In opposition to tax'limitations 
and itate control of local expend!-i 
tures.

municipal expenditures In mon of 
the munlclpalltle*. It represented

»nd second class villages. Thf debts 
which municipalities contracted 
in 


the past are the cause for the present 
high cost of local government. They 
were responsible for 40 per cent— 
think of It, debt service reprpsented 
forty cents out of every dollar of the 
1935 city and village tax levy on real 
estate. 
Approximately one-half 
of 


this had to be used to paj Interest 
charges alone. Over one-half of the 
1935 realty tax In six cities and nine- 
teen village* went to pay old debts 
and interest charges. 
Our studies 


also revealed that the payment of 
this existing debt win be a dominant 
factor in municipal taxation for at 
least the next nine years. 


The committee concluded that the 


financial dilemma In which nearly 
every municipality found itself dur- 
flve county reorganization, )ng the economic depression is the 


very objectionable to both the cltle* 
and the villages. 
The advocates of 


county reorganization appeared to 
los« sight entirely of the need for 
strengthening 
county government 


and concentrated most of their ef- 
fort* on increasing the power of the 
county officials at the expense of city 
and village government. Fortunate- 
ly two of the three state-wide bills 
were satisfactorily amended follow- 
ing our report to the Legislature. 
Another was amended to apply only 
to one county. 
A* amended the 


state-wide bills amply protected city 
and village government against pos- 
sible raids for domination by rural 
dittrlcts.

All of our municipal debt restric- 


tion recommendation* were passed 
by the Legislature. Two are alreadj 
laws. The legal period* for which 
bonds may be Issued 
have been 


drastically reduced, all bonds must 
be serial In form, except In the larg- 
est cities, and the first serial install- 
ment must be paid within the year 
following the sale of the bonds, one 
awaiting the action ot the Governor 
provides that no public Improvement 
can be mad* If paid by special as- 
sessment and 10 per cent of the par- 
cel* in the

district have delinquent taxes or as- 
•ettment* against them. If approved 
thl* will b* A severe blow to fly-by- 
nlght real estate speculator* who in 
the past have be*n responsible for a 
substantial part of local delinquent 
taxes. The other law. signed yester- 
day, require* after July 1. 1937 an 
appropriation the first year from cur- 
rent revenues toward normal capital 
improvement coat*. 


Thus have tbe municipalities In one 
year with the help of the Governor 
and Legislature in effect broadened 
the local tax base, put into opera- 
tion a modified pay-a*-vou-go policy 
and defeated plan* which would have 
produced only municipal chaos and 
greater hardship* In real estate tax- 
payers. 
The Conference ha* been 


consistent on its advocacy of plans 
to reduce and control municipal ex- 
penditures and it* opposition to im- 
practicable suggestion*. 


But thl* is not all the munlclpall- 


tle* have done to benefit the local 
taxpayer*. The clll#» have reduced 
their total cost*, exclusive of relief.! 
12 per cent during the depression! 
and tn« flmt and *-cond clan* ril-i 
lag** 17 per cent. The total co*t of

is the number of unemployed who 
can and will be absorbed by Indus- 
try and commerce as economic con- 
dition* continue to improve.

still lmpo*slble for local units of gov- 
ernment supported in this main by the 
property tax and handicapped by re- 
duced revenue and hug«« debt, to fi- 
nance the care of the present number 
of unemployable* and in addition a 
relatively large number of employa- 
bles. 
Abnormal relief financing 'is 


still a, problem for New York state 
municipalities. If the number of un- 
employed is not reduced by a federal 
program or by industrial absorption, 
New York state will either have to 
render greater financial aid to the 
municipalities or reduce the high re- 
lief standard it has required the wel- 
fare districts to maintain. 


Municipal LeglaUtton 


In addition to warding off the at- 


tack* of various groups seeking leg- 
islation detrimental to municipal ad- 
ministration and to our success in 
restricting future municipal borrow- 
ing and obtaining partial tax relief 
for realty owners, the conference »uc- 
cessfully advocated the enactment of 
a number of important laws and was 
as equally effective in opposing meas- 
ures which would have rnandatorlly 
increased the cost of municipal gov- 
ernment or interfered with the prop- 
er administration of local 
affair!*. 


Ten of the 24 recommendations we 
made to the governor and legislature 
In our municipal legislative program 
are now on the statute books. There 
were presented to the legislature 319 
bills whfch directly affected city and 
village government. Of these the 
conference approved 85, disapproved 
95 and look no action on 139. Of 
the 85 measures we supported 41 are 
"aws 
The legislature disapproved 


weekly bulletin* not only ausjtaur 
ized tbe bills 
affecting 
municipal 


government, reported th* Action of 
our legislative crmmltt-K and an- 
nounced the action of tbe Governor, 
but U also for the first time analysed 
each of the nor* Important munici- 
pal measure* which had been intro- 
duced the previous w«*k. The service 
also furnished copl** of all sptcial 
bills and any general measure* and 
new laws requested by officials. 
It 


was the most complete legislative 
service ever provided by th* Confer- 
ence. 


Our equipment exchange **rric«, 


which was started four year* ago, 
did a thriving busln*** last year. 
Either the municipalities needed or 
had to dispose of more second hand 
equipment than heretofore, or 
the 


officials are juat beginning to realize 
tbe true value of th* service. 
More 


equipment was sold and purchased 
by the cities and villages through 
the Conference In the last 
twelve 


months than during the previous 
three years. 


The general research service of the 


Conference turned out several 
im- 


portant studies. Thr*e reports were 
issued, one on new and 
revised 


sources of municipal r e v e n u e , 
another on garbage, ath and refuse 
collection and 
the 
third on the 


organization and administration of 
municipal water departments. 
The 


Bureau which provides this sen-Ice 
also completed studies of the follow- 
ing ktate-wld* municipal problems: 
municipal recreation activities, col- 
lection of- taxes by local units of 
government and bid practices on pub- 
lic works. In cooperation with the 
State Department of Labor It conti- 
nued studies of local compensation 
insurance methods In cities 
which 


are self-Insurer* and practically corn- 
Dieted the preparation of a model 
building 
code,

started two years ago. 


The unusual heavy demand by city 


and village offlcial* for data with 
which to solve local problems con- 
tinued during the last year, with-the 
result that the Conference's Informa- 
tion service operated at top speed.

We 
have both expanded and improved 
our work. The services'of our staff 
hav* been requested and used In the 
study of many municipal problem* by 
he federal government and a num- 
ber of state commission*. W« have 
al*o held or cooperated in organiung 
a large number of conference* -of 
nuniclpal officials on many problem*. 
The unusual number of and variety 
of the activities have kept the *urf 
at headquarters working continuou*- 
y at top *peed with the result that 
our present facilities have at various 
imes been overtaxed.

present staff and existing equipment 
are sufficient to operate efficiently all 
of the service* the Conference now 
renders to the cities and villages, the 
Ime is rapidly approaching when we 
hall have to think seriously of ways 
and means of expansion if we are to 
undertake any additional function*.

Association has made an application 
to the city government for the estab- 
lishment of a public market in the 
downtown district located on East 
Strand in order to take the market 
off the public streets where it has 
been located for a long time.

The Association has purchased the 


property formerly occupied by Pier- 
son's lunch room and has asked the 
city to dedicate the property at 55 
East Strand, which was acquired by 
the city by tax deed, to public market 
purposes. 
If this • is done, a sizable 


area, extending from East Strand to 
Catherine street, will be available, 
and it will take vehicles off the pub- 
lic streets and insure a safer, more 


L adequate and more effective market 
L place in which buyer and seller may 


carry on their business of'providing 
foodstuffs for our city. 


A 3 story •brick building occupies 


the premises at 55 East Strand, and 
this building must be removed before 
the land can be used for the pur- 
poses desired. This building 
has 


been twice offered for sale at public 
auctions and no bids were received. 
The building Is in a poor state of 
repair 


City authorities, who are 
but 


servants of the people, cannot dis- 
charge their full duty to their com- 
munity unless they not only give the 
strictest attention .to every detail of 
municipal government but also do 
everything in their power to further 
the commercial life, and the Indust- 
rial growth of their city, to the end 
that the earning power and purchas- 
ing power of our community as a 
unit- of society may increase with 
resultant benefits to all. I believe 
the establishment .now, and the 
proper future development of this 
public market 
will 
increase 
the 


prosperity of the city, and I there- 
fore recommend that you dedicate 
the premises described to public mar- 
ket purposes and that you authorize 
the removal of the building located 
thereon under the direction of (he 
Superintendent of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 


I attach a legal opinion by the 


Corporation Counsel, stating that 
your honorable body has a legal 
right to take action recommended 
herein.

Eliminating Detail 


By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH 


- Modern feeding of babies seems 
at first study to require a great deal 
of work. Time was when milk was a 
baby's staple food, and only the 
preparation of some sort of formula 
was necessary. Todajv what with, 
cereals, meats and vegetables fed to 
children still in what was lonr con- 
sidered the bottle-age, the mother's 
work seems to have been doubled. 


But recently doctors and dieti- 


cians have been making special 
tests which have proved to their 
satisfaction* that many of the 
cereals and pnreed vegetables 
canned especially for babies and in- 


. valids have as much food and vita- 


n.in value as those prepared in tbe 
name. In fact, they often have more 
for cooking vegetable* is an art, and 
a rather rare one. Most people cook 
tnem with too much water or for 
too long a time, and so waste manr 
of their vital properties. 


The question of drinking water Is 


also receiving more common sense 
treatment. It has been tbe ens'tom 
in the past to boil all the "water a 
baby drinks. Many youngsters will 
not drink water, partly as a result 
•of this practise. Boilrd water has a 
flat and uninteresting taste. 


When a child is six months old he 


should bo able to drink the same 
water as the adults In the family do. 
If the water is impure it is good for' 
no one, if it l, fre6 Of impurities 
it win not hurt the baby. By the 
time he is weased he should" have 
Begun to set up an immunity against 
some of the necessary germs of life.

Eliminating Detail 


By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH 


- Modern feeding of babies seem* 
at first study to require a great deal 
of work. Time was when milk was a 
baby's staple food, and only the 
preparation of some sort of formula 
was necessary. Todajv what with- 
cereals, meats and vegetables fed to 
caildren still in what was long con- 
sidered the bottle-age, the mother't 
work seems to have been doubled. 


But recently doctors and dieti- 


cians have been making special 
tests which have proved to their 
satisfaction* that many of the 
cereals and pnreed vegetables 
canned especially for babies and m- 


. valids have as much food and vita- 


n.in value aa those prepared in tbe 
name. In fact, they often have more 
for cooking vegetables is an art, and 
a rather rare one. Most people cook 
tnem with too much water or for 
too long a time, and so waste many 
of their vital properties. 


The question of drinking water Is 


also receiving more common sense 
treatment. It has been tbe custom 
in the past to boil all the "water a 
baby drinks. Many youngsters will 
not drink water, partly as a result 
•of this practise. Boiled water has a 
flat and uninteresting taste. 


When a child is six months old he 


should bo able to drink the same 
»ater as the adults in the family do. 
If tbe water is impure it is good for' 
no one, if it i, free Of impurities 
it win not hurt the baby. By the 
time he is weaned he should'have 
Begun to set up an immunity against 
some of the necessary germs of life. 


The chief care of a mother should 


be to see that the milk supply is 
f??'ert «? guarded. If ,he watches 
this and takes normal precautions 
m the preparation of the formulas, 
sne, can be reasonably sure of the 
baby a welfare, and cut down on 
much of the other detail work.
